Ya-Hoo,  the  unofficial  undergradu- 
ate compilation  of  escoterica  and  ero- 
tica, is  currently  enjoying  disfavour 
from  several  quarters.  And  enjoying 
it!  Banned  in  Boston,  Rome,  and  Tia- 
juana,  sales  have  increased  to  the  ex- 
tent that  copies  have,  reportedly,  been 
smuggled  into  South  College  and  the 
Christian  Science  Reading  Room. 

The  clandestine  sales  have  allowed 
and  enabled  a certain  amount  of  re- 
muneration of  the  editorial  staff,  thus 
enabling  these  three  people  to  pay 
their  increased  tuition  and  contribute 
to  the  refurbishing  of  more  highway 
signs.
